members, teens, and school-age children; and special programs for elder 
Worcester State Students. As the Urban Action Institute, programming 
today includes multi format programming encompassing education; 
equity and social justice; intergenerational solidarity; and global 
citizenship.

Collection documents more than 30 years of programming by the Institute 
as well as its development as an organization. Included are audiovisual 
materials and photographs; clippings; correspondence; event fliers, 
reference materials, and reports. The Institute was dedicated to 
preserving its own history so existing program archives are preserved 
intact in the collection. The photographic materials are particularly rich.
